Words it appears, that the eldeſt Son has Power over his o 
ther Brothers, as Lord and Father, and that they ought tro 
regard him as ſuch Beſides, according to ancient Cuſtom, | 
notwithſtanding, Fathers in Compaſſion to their other Sons, 
would not commonly allow the Eldeſt to have all, but tat 
every one ſhould take bis Part; nevertheleſs, wiſe and diſcreet 
Men, regarding the common Benefit of all, and being ſenſi 
ble, that this Partition could not be made in all Kingdoms 
without deſtroying them, according to what our Lord FESUS 
CHRIST ſaid, That every Kingdom which was divided ſbould. 
be 'ſubverted ; they look*d upon it as of Right, that only the 
Eldeſt Son ſhould have the vereignty of the Kingdom af- 
ter his Father's Death, and this was always practiſed in all 
Countries throughout the World, where the Soygreignt/ 
was in one Family, and particularly in Spain. And to obviate 
many Miſchiefs which had happen'd, and which might a- 
gain fall oug, they enacted, that thoſe ſhould always inherit 
the Sovereignty of the M Who deſcended in a direct 
Line; and wiſkaatorc zhey*eltablified, that if there was no 
age hould inficrit the King dem; and 
ved, et in Caſethe eldeſt Son dy'd before 
he came to tHemheritance, if bs ſelt a Son, or a Daughter, 
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
